Whereas  it  is  expedient  that  a University  should  be 
formed  exclusively  for  the  Tamil  language  which  has  a 
glorious  and  ancient  literary  and  cultural  tradition  and 
heritage  and  whose  contribution  in  the  areas  of  Prose, 
Poetry,  Drama,  Dance,  Sculpture,  Paintings,,  Medicihes, 
Philosophy  and  other  allied  areas  is  far  more  extensive  than 
has  been  realised  by  the  Indian  Scholars  till  today  j/; 

And  Whereas  it  i ; desirable  to  establish  a University  of 
unitary  and  reside;  itial  type  for  furthering  the  advancement 
of  learning  and  prosecution  of  research  in  Tamil”;  *''•  ' : - 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu

CHAPTER  II. 

The  University. 

3.  (1)  For  furthering  the  advancement  of  learning  ^ tt?j^isluneQt 
and  prosecution  of  research  in  Tamil  there  shall  be  estab-  university, 
lished  a University  by  the  name  “ The  Tamil  University”. 

(2)  The  University  shall  be  a body  corporate,  shall 
have  perpetual  succession  and  a common  seal  and  shall 
sue  and  be  sued  by  the  said  name. 

(3)  The  University  shall  be  of  the  unitary  and  resi- 
dential type. 

(4)  No  institution  affiliated  to,  or  associated  with 
or  maintained  by,  any  other  University  in  the  State  shall 
be  recognised  by  the  University  for  any  purpose,  except 
with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Government  and  the  con- 
cerned University. 


(5)  The  headquarters  of  the  University  shall  be 
located  within  the  limits  of  the  Thanjavur  Municipality  or 
in  any  pl  .ee  w'lhin  a radius  of  twenty-five  kiL  metres 
around  those  limits. 
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The  objects  and  4.  The  University  shall  have  the  following  objects 
University!^6  and  PowerS>  namely 

(1)  to  function  as  a high-level  research  centre  ; 

(2)  to  impart  training  to  those  residing  within  and 
beyond  India  who  desire  to  study  Tamil  ; 


(3)  to  facilitate  and  reguhte  research  in  fields  like 
Art,  Culture,  Music,  Stage-plays,  Painting,  Sculpture, 
Architecture,  Literature,  Grammar,  Linguistics, History, 
Religion,  Philosophy,  G ography,  Soil  Sciences,  Astro- 
nomy, Kavigation  and  Shipping,  Astrology,  Siddha 
Medicine,  Engineering  Sciences  and  Handicrafts  that 
have  developed  on  the  basis  of  the  Tamil  language  ; 

(4)  to  translate  books  in  other  languages  into 
Tamil  according  to  the  needs  in  consonance  with  the  ob- 
3 ctives  of  the  University  and  also  to  translate  books  in 
Tamil  into  other  languages ; 

(5)  to  preserve  and  publish  palm-leaf  manuscripts 
and  rare  ancient  books  ; 

(6)  to  search  for  and  compile  epigraphs  relating 
to  Tamil  language,  Tamil  culture  and  History  of  the  Tamils 
and  publish  them  with  Ls  findings  based  on  research  ; 

(7)  to  compile  and  publish  Tamil  words,  expressions, 
colloquial  terms,  words  peculiar  to  Industries  and  Agri- 
culture, which  are  used  by  Tamils  in  Tamil  Nadu  and  also 
in  other  countries  where  Tamils  live  ; 

(8)  to  provide  for  research  on  ancient  times  with  an 
eye  on  future  scientific  developments  ; 

(9)  to  provide  for  research  and  determine  the  pro- 

cedures regarding  development  of  Tamil  language  embody- 
ing in  itself  all  the  educational  fields  existing  m the  develop- 
ing world  and  evolving  suitable  approach  therefor  ; - 

(10)  to  institute  degrees,  titles,  diploma  and  other 

academic  distir  ctions  ; X 

(11)  to  confer  degrees,  titles,  diploma  and  other 
academic  distinctions  on  persons  who  shall  have  carried 
out  research  in  the  University  or  in  any  other  centre  0f 
Institution  recognised  by  the  University  under  conditions

(12)  to  confer  honorary  degrees  or  other  academic 
distinctions  in  the  prescribed  manner  and  under  conditions 
prescribed  ; 

(13)  to  supervise  and  control  hostels  and  to  regulate 
and  enforce  discipline  among  the  students  of  the  University 
and  to  make  arrangements  for  promoting  their  health 
and  general  welfare ; 

(14)  to  prescribe  conditions  under  which  the  award 
of  any  degree,  title,  diploma  and  other  academic  distinctions 
to  persons  may  be  withheld  ; 

(15)  to  co-operate  with  any  other  University, 
authority  or  association  or  any  other  public  or  private 
body  having  in  view  the  promotion  of  purposes  and  objects 
similar  to  those  of  the  University  for  such  purposes  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  on  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  may, 
from  time  to  time,  be  prescribed  ; 

(16)  to  establish  and  maintain  University  libraries, 
research  stations,  museums  for  research  and  publication 
bureau  ; 

(17)  to  institute  research  posts  and  to  appoint  persons 
to  such  posts  ; 

(18)  to  institute  and  award  fellowships,  including 
travelling  fellowships,  scholarships,  medals  and  prizes  in 
the  manner  prescribed  ; 

(19)  to  establish,  maintain  or  recognise  hostels  for 
students  of  the  University  and  residential  accommodation 
for  the  staff  of  the  university  and  to  withdraw  any 
such  recognition  j 

(20)  to  fix  fees  and  to  demand  and  receive  such  fees 
as  may  be  prescribed ; 

(21)  to  hold  and  manage  endowments  and  other 
properties  and  funds  of  the  University  ; 

(22)  to  borrow  money  with  the  approval  of  the 
Government  on  the  security  of  the  property  of  the  Univer- 
sity for  the  purposes  of  the  University  ; 


(23)  to  organise  advanced  studies  and  research 
programmes  based  on  a deep  understanding  of  the  trends 
in  Tamil  language  ;

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- (24)  to  eater  into  agreement  with  other  bodies  or 

persons  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  objectives  of

(25)  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things,  whether  incidental 
to  the  objects  and  powers  aforesaid  or  not  as  may  be 
necessary  or  desirable  to  further  the  objects  of  the  Univer- 
sity.

8.  (1)  The  Chancellor  shall  have  the  right  to  cause  visitation, 
aft  Inspection  or  inquiry  to  be  made,  by  such  person  or 
persons  as  he  may  direct,  of  the  University,  its  buildings,  J 
University  libraries,  museums  and  equipments,  and  of  any 
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institutions  maintained  or  recognised  by  the  University 
and  also  of  th:  ’-esearch;  teaching  and  other  work  conducted 
or  done  by  the  University,  and  to  cause  an  inquiry  to  be- 
made  in  respect  of  any  matter  connected  with  the  University; 
The  Chancellor  shall  in  every  case  give  notice  to  the 
University  of  his  intention  to  cause  such  inspection  or 
inquiry  to  be  mxde  and  the  University  shall  be  entitled  to 
be  represented  thereat. 

(2)  The  Chancellor  shad,  communicate  to  the 
Syndicate  his  views  with  reference  to  the  results  of' such' 
inspection  or  inquiry  and  may,  after  ascertaining  the’ 
opinion  of  the  Syndicate  thereon,  advise  the  University 
upon  the  action  to  be  taken  and  fix  a time  limit  for  taking, 
such!  action. 

(3)  The  Syndicate  shall  report  to  the  Chancellor 
the  action,  if  any,  which  is  proposed  to  be  taken,  or  hari 
been  taken  upon  the  results  of  such  inspection  or  inquiry.; 
Such  report  shall  be  submitted  within  such  time  as  the - 
Chancellor  may  direct. 

(4)  Where  the  Syndicate  does  not  take  action  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Chmcellor,  within  the  time  limit  as  may 
be  fixed  under  suo-section  (2),  the  Chancellor  smajr 
afte  r 'considering  any  ex  pla  lation  furnished  or  represen- 
tation made  by  the  Syndicate,  issue;  such  directions  as  he* 
may  think  fit  and  the  Syndicate  shall  comply  with  such 
directions.  In  the  event  of  the  Syndicate  not  complying 
with  such  directions  within  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  in'1 
that  behalf  by  the  Chancellor,  the  Chancellor  shall;  have- 
power  to.  appoint  any  person  or  body  to  comply  with  such- 
directions  and  make  such  orders  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  expenses  thereof.

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10.  (1)  The  Governor  of  Tamil  Nadu  shall  be  the  The  Chancellor, 
Chancellor  of  the  University.  He  shall,  by  virtue  uf 
his  office,  be  the  head  of  the  Univesrity  and  shall,  when 
present,  preside  at  any  convocation  of  the  University  and 
confer  degrees,  titles,  diplomas  or  other  academic  distinc- 
tions upon  persons  entitled  to  receive  them. 

(2)  Where  power  is  conferred  upon  the  Chancellor 
to  nominate  persons  to  the  authorities,  the  Chancellor 
shall  to  the  extent  necessary,  nominate  persons  to  represent 
interests  not  otherwise  adequately  represented. 

(3)  The  Chancellor  may  of  his  own  motion  or  on 
application  call  for  and  examine  the  record  of  any  officer 
or,  authority  of  the  University  in  respect  of  any  proceedings 
to  safcisfy.iumself  as  to  the  regularity  of  such  proceedings 
or  the  correctness,  legality  or  propriety  of  any  decision 
taken  or  order  passed  therein  ; and,  if,  in  any  case  it 
appears  to.  the.  Chancellor  that  any  such  decision  or  order 
should  be  modified,  annulled,  reversed  or  remitted  for 
reconsideration,  he  may  pass  orders  accordingly: 

Provided  that  every  application  to  the  Chancellor 
for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  under  this  section  shall  be 
preferred  within  three  months  from  the  date  on  which  the 
proceeding,  decision  or  order  to  which  the  application 
relates  was  communicated  to  the  applicant  : 

Provided  further  that  no  order  prejudicial  to  any 
person  shall  be  passed  unless  such  person  has  been  given 
an  opportunity  of  making  his  representation. 

(4)  The  Chancellor  shall  exercise  such  other  powers 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  conferred  on 
him  by  or  under  this  Act.

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(5)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  a whole-time 
officer  of  the  University  and  his  emoluments  and  other 
terms  and  conditions  of  service  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

(i)  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  a 
salary  of  three  thousand  rupees  per  mensem  and  he  shall 
be  entitled,  without  payment  of  rent,  to  the  use  of  a furnished 
residence  throughout  his  term  of  office,  and  no  cnarge  shall 
fall  6n  the  Vice-Chancellor  personally  in  respect  of  the 
maintenance  of  such  residence; 

(ii)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  entitled  to  such 
terminal  benefits  and  allowances  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
Syndicate  with  the  approval  ol  tne  Chancellor  from  time 
to  time  : 

Provided  that,  where  an  employee  of— 

(а)  the  University  ; or 

(б)  any  other  University  or  college  or  institution 
Maintained  by,  or  affiliated  to,  that  University  ; 

is  appointed  as  Vice-Chancellor,  he  shall  be  allowed  to 
continue  to  contribute  to  the  Provident  Fund  to  which  he 
is  a subscriber,  and  the  contribution  of  the  University 
*hallbe  limited  to  what  he  had  been  contributing  immediately 
before  his  appointment  as  Vice-Chancellor; 

(iii)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  entitled  to 
travelling  allowances  at  such  rates  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
Syndicate  ; 

(iv)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  entitled  to  earned 
leave  on  full  pay  at  one-eleventh  of  the  perio  i spent  by 
him  on  active  service  : 

Provided  that  when  the  earned  leave  applied  for 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  sufficient  time  before  the  date  of 
expiry  of  the  term  of  his  office  is  refused  by  the  Chancellor 
in  the  interest  of  the  University  and  if  he  does  not  avail 
himself  of  the  leave  before  the  date  of  expiry  of  the  term  of 
his  office,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  cash  equivalent  to 
leave  salary  after  relinquishment  of  his  office  in  respect  of 
earned  leave  at  his  credit  subject  to  a max  imum  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty  days  ;

13.  (1)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  the  academic 
head  and  the  principal  executive  officer  of  the  University 
and  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chancellor  and  Pro- 
Chancellor,  preside  at  . any  . convocation  of  the  University 
and  confer  degrees,  titles,  diplomas  or  other  academic 
distinctions  upon  persons  entitled  to  receive  them.  . He 
shall  be  a member,  ex-officio  and  Chairman  of  the  Senate, 
the  Syndicate  and  the  Finance  Committee  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  present  at  and  to  address,  any  meeting  of 
any  authority  of  the  University  but  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  vote  thereat  unless  he  is  a member  ol  the  authority 
concerned. 


(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  to 
ensure  that  the  provision  of  this  Act,  and  the  statutes  arc 
observed  and  carried  out  and  he  may.  exercise  all  powers 
necessary  for  this  purpose. 

(3)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  have  power  > to 
convene  meetings  of  the  Senate,  the  Syndicate  and  the 
Finance  Committee.

CHAPTER  VI.

(ix)  the  term  of  office  and  methods  of  appointment 
and  conditions  of  service  of  the  officers  of  the  University 
other  than  the  Chancellor  and  the  Pro -Chancel  lor  ; 

(x)  the  qualifications  of  the  teachers  and  other 
persons  employed  by  the  University  ;
